man airships was futile so far as the 
infliction of any damage was con 
oerned. The military authorities ic 
a number of towns gave warning ol 
the approach of the raiders and all 
lights were promptlv put out.

some places it was reported that the 
^engines of the airships were hearr" 
overhead but no bombs were drop- 
ped.

The destruction of two Zeppelins 


in Monday night's raid on the north- 
. east coast of England makes a total 
of five of the giant dirigibles which 
have been destroyed in the three lat- 
.est attacks by German airmen on 
British towns. On Sept. 3, a squad- 
ron of Zeppelins raided the eastern 
coast of England with London, ac- 
cording to the British official state- 
ment their apparent objective. One 
of the airships was brought down in 
flames close to London. On Septem- 
ber 23. twelve Zeppelins again at- 
tempted to reach London and this 
'time two were victims of the British 
anti-aircraft guns in the 
neighbor- 


hood of the capital- The crew of one 
airship perished and the crew of the 
other consisting of twenty two men 
was captured. An official statement 
by the British war office stated thai 
thirty persons were killed and 110 
injured as the result of the bombs 
dropped by the raiders on this occa- 
sion. On November IS Petrograd re- 
ported that Russian 
troops near

brought down a large Zeppelin and 
captured the crew of 16. 
The first Zeppelin to meet with 


disaster in the English raids was the 
JU-15 which was forced down in an 
attack on London on March 31 and 
captured in the Thames estuary.

January 31. the L-1S was seen in the 
North sea in a sinking condition af- 
ter a raid on England and is believ-

1915. the Zeppelin L-3 
was lost in a snow storm and forced 
to land in Denmark where she wa*
